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CLAIMS 



1. The use of a compound which modulates Delta-Sleep Inducing Peptide 
activity for the manufacture of a medicament for regulating anaesthesia. 

2. The use according to claim 1, wherein the compound promotes or mimics 
Delta-Sleep Inducing Peptide activity and the medicament promotes or induces 
anaesthesia. 

3. The use according to claim 2 wherein the compound is for use in conjunction 
with another anaesthetic agent. 

4. The use of a compound which promotes Delta-Sleep Inducing Peptide activity 
for the manufacture of a medicament for promoting or inducing sedation. 

5. The use according to any one of claims 2-4, wherein the compound is Delta- 
Sleep Inducing Peptide or biologically active fragments and derivatives thereof. 

6. The use according to claim 5 wherein the compound is a nonapeptide with the 
amino acid sequence; 

Trp-Ala-Gly-Gly-Asp-Ala-Ser-Gly-Glu 

or biologically active fragments and derivatives thereof. 

7. The use according to claim 6 wherein at least one amino acid or derivative 
thereof is phosphorylated. 

8. The use according to claim K wherein the compound inhibits Delta-Sleep 
Inducing Peptide activity and the medicament promotes or induces recovery from 
anaesthesia. 
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9. A method of regulating anaesthesia comprising administering to a subject in 
need of treatment a compound which modulates Delta-Sleep Inducing Peptide 
activity. 

10. A method of evaluating the anaesthetic needs of a subject to be anaesthetised 
comprising assaying a sample taken from the subject for the presence of Delta-Sleep 
Inducing Peptide. 

11. The method according to claim 10, wherein the sample is a blood or urine 
sample. 

12. The method according to claim 10 or 11, wherein higher than average 
endogenous levels of Delta-Sleep Inducing Peptide assayed from the sample indicate 
the subject will have lower than average anaesthetic requirements. 

13. The method according to claim 10 or 11, wherein lower than average 
endogenous levels of Delta-Sleep Inducing Peptide assayed from the sample indicate 
the subject will have higher than average anaesthetic requirements.
